put into the conservation reserve. 
This adds up to about 23 5 m il­ 
lion acres on which farm ers will 
receive governm ent payments for 
not producing crops. The soil bank 
acreage is alm ost double the 12 
million acres they have indicated 
they will cut from the overall acre 
age total.

Celebrating American Success

A family of Yugoslavian 
im mi­ 
grants is celebrating an American 
success story this month. 
Pete Zavich, 44. is now baker 
for 42 southern Illinois towns. 
And his plder son Vlado, who 
scarcely knew what a basketball 
looked like four years ago, is now 
a star high school basketball cen­ 
ter, 
Zavich left Scio 'T atn ic a, Yugo­ 
slavia, March 12, 1939 to seek his 
fortune in America He planned to 
i send later for his wife, .loan, and 
their two young sons. Vlado and 
Vol lo. 
Velio was only 
1-day-old 
when his father left. 
Then World War II broke out. 
For five years, Zavich did 
not 
know whether his family was dead 
: or alive, 
Velio Was Detained 


I 
Meanwhile, he worked industri­ 


ously as a baker in America, hop­ 
ing that his family would survive 
the war. 
He had learned the bak 
or s trade in Belgrade 


In 1943, Zavich bought a bakery 
at Valier, 111., near West Frank 
fort, which he operated until 1952. 


In 1945, Zavich heard from his 
wife, She and the boys were safe. 
Three years later, his wife and 
Vlado arrived in the United States. 


Nine-year-old Velio was detained 
in Yugoslavia 
“ The government 
thought that by detaining him they 
would 
get us to 
come back 
to 
Yugoslavia.” said Zavich. 
But with the help of an attorney, 
the late U. S. Sen. C. Wayland 
Brooks and the State Department, 
Zavich related, young Velio nine 
months later was able to make the 
long plane trip alone. The Zavich 
family was together for the first 


time In almost IO y eirs. 


In 1952, Zavich bought the Table 
Pride Bakery in West Frankfort 
with two partners. Two years later 
he bec am e the sole owner, and 
now does business in 42 towns. 
How Old Is He? 


Business is thriving, and now the 
most important problem 
to the 
Zaviches Is Vlado’s age. The 6-5 
195-pounder is a 
junior in West 
Frankfort high school. His pass 
port lists his birthday as Aug. 16, 
1937, which would make him 
20 
next August and thus ineligible for 
basketball in his senior year 
In 
school.

preparing 
Vlado’s passport. He said his son’ 
real birth date was April 18, 1938
